The actual working unit is a 
“spider tool’, with four cutting 
blades, mounted so that the blades 
swing in a circle as the machine 
moves down the row. 

By mounting the spider tool at 
a slight angle, each blade digs 
across the row, then lifts out of 
the ground on the back turn. 
Depth of the cut and width of the 
crop spacing can be varied as de- 
sired.

‘of the machine have been design- 
ed; attachments are provided for 
so that five operations can be com- 
wleted at the same time: Cultiva- 
tion, baring away, fertilizing, thin- 
ning and checking. ?

The loan, repayable over a period 
of 38 years, represents a total of 
approximately $160 per acre. Re- 
Payment by individual farmers 
would be on a basis of assessed 
land values within the district, 
which would mean that with the 
present maximum $100 per acre 
district assessed value, maximum 


ber acre payment per yeai would 
be $4.35. 


Ernie Northup, manager of the 
district, states that maximum total 
per acre expense to farmers, if 
the loan is accepted, would be 
$22.50 per acre per year, including 
cost of four acre-feet of water per 
acre, repayment of the federal loan 
and operating costs of the district. 
He says that average cost would 
run around $18.00 per acre, on a 
basis of present land values and 
present operational costs, 

Total cost of the proposed proj- 
ect would be $2,877,000, with $2,- 
589,000 from the proposed federal 
loan, under public law 130, $147, 
200 charged as value of easements 
and rights-of-ways, and $140,877, 
cash from the district, of which 
$41,800 has been disbursed, leav- 
ing a required amount of $99,000. 

Northup says that if the loan is 
approved, the district itself will 
build the system, letting the job 
out on contract and taking care 
of supervision.

TY AREA 
PORTERVILLE, Apr. 16 — The 
fegal fire season in California 
started April 15th and ran until 
December 1. State Forest Ranger 
G. O. Phibbs advises that during 
this period residents in Tulare 
county who live outside incorpor- 
ated cities and legal fire districts 
must have a fire permit to do 
burning. 

Phibbs says that fire permits 
may be obtained at any county fire 
station and at any state fire sta- 
tion free of charge. As much‘as it 
is possible consistent with public 
safety, permits are issued for the 
entire season. 

Residents of Tulare county are 


processing uses, although ‘returns 


for fruit sold for fresh use. Grape- 
fruit prices also declined because 
of the greater proportion of fruit 
sold for processing uses. 

Compared with a month earlier, 
grower returns were higher for 
corn, wheat, oats, grain sorghums, 
rice, cotton lint, and milk fat. 
Lower prices were shown for fall 
potatoes, hay, alfalfa seed, orang- 
es, hogs, beef cattle, calves, milk, 
chickens, turkeys, and eggs. 

Prices for most commodities are 
currently lower than the 1953-57 
average. However, prices for beef 
cattle, calves, milk cows, grape- 
fruit, and cotton lint are substan- 
tially above average. 

The biggest price declines for 
mid-March 1958 are shown for or- 
anges, lemons, grapefruit, chick- 
ens, wool, and hogs. Quite a few 
crops, however, show fairly good 
increases compared with a year 
earlier; namely, oats, barley, al- 
falfa hay, alfalfa seed, cotton lint, 
and milk cows.

THE COURSE of human events 
has taken its course and now we 
find ourself as the mayor of the 
City of Porterville — an honor 
that we are most proud to receive, 
and an honor that we accept most 
humbly, with the hope that now 
we can aid in accomplishing some 
of the changes in city administra- 
tion that we believe to be import- 
ant and necessary. 

NO DOUBT there will be certain 
statements of policy by the new 
city council at its first regular 
session next Tuesday, but already 
there has been a change in the re- 
lationship between the city man- 
ager and the mayor. 


AS WE read the city charter, 
the mayor has some duties other 
than those prescribed for city 
councilmen: Hle makes recommen- 
dations on certain appointive posi- 
tions, he signs business papers in 
behalf of the city, he represents 
the city at ‘‘ceremonial functions” 
where it is deemed ‘‘desirable or 
appropriate’”’ to have the city rep- 
resented, he ‘“‘assumes general con- 
trol of city government” in event 


dinary emergency.” 

THE CITY ‘charter also sets 
down in 1-2-3 fashion the duties 
of the city manager. Basically, 
the charter provides that the city 
manager do just what his title im- 
plies — manage the city — in ac- 
cordance with policies established 
by the city council, and in accord- 
ance with the city charter. 

NOWHERE IN the charter can 
we find any indication that the 
mayor of the city is instructed to, 
nor expected to move into the city 
hall and take care of detailed city 
administration. That is the job of 
the city manager. 

SO, BACK to the new mayor-city 
manager relationship. The city

IN SO far as we are concerned, 
we will do our best to fill the posi- 
tion of mayor, as prescribed by the 
city charter.
